I, Marcus Grompe, M.D., do hereby depose and say as follows: 

1. I am familiar with the multiplex procedures described 
in U.S. Application Serial No. 256,689 filed October 12, 1988. 

2. I am a postdoctoral fellow of molecular genetics in the 
Institute for Molecular Genetics at Baylor College of Medicine, One 
Baylor Plaza, Houston, Texas 77030. I am skilled in the area of 
molecular biology, oligonucleotide probes and synthesis of 
oligonucleotide probes and binding of oligonucleotide probes to 
DNA. A resume describing my experience is attached to this 
declaration. 

3. I have personally been involved in the investigations 
described in this affidavit. 

4. The following experiments were performed and the 
enclosed results were obtained in my laboratory: 

a. Reaction Conditions . The multiplex 
reactions described herein were carried out in lOO^L 
reaction volumes. Approximately 100 ng of DNA was 
added to a solution comprised of the following 67mM 
tris-HCl, 6.7mM magnesium chloride, 16.6mM 
ammonium sulfate, 50mM P-mercaptoethanol, 6.7jiM 
ethylene diamine tetra-acetic acid and 170ug/mL 
bovine serum albumin. Taq polymerase was added to 
achieve a final concentration of 100 units/mL.
